SAWYER -BURTON FAMILIES 


Donna Shearer, 408 Locust Street, Danville Ky s 40122, has 
compiled an exceptionally interesting family istory of the 
Sawyer and Burton families of Lincoln Co, 


"One day in the early 1830's, Zera Jefferson Sawyers, 
his three brothers and their families left North Carolina to 
travel west. When the group reached a point somewhere between the 
North Carolina line and Chattanooga, Tennessee, they were 
attacked by a band of Cherokee Indians, Two of the brothers were 
killed, but Zera and Stephen Sawyers settled with their families 
in Lincoln County, or what is now Moore County. 


After exploring the area, Zera Sawyers bought fifty acres 
of land from Isaac Bearden on the 2lst day of July 1834, for 
the sum of two hundred and fifty dollars. It was located in 
Lincoln (now Moore) county on the headwaters of Seona Creek 
above the mouth of Mulberry on the north side of Elk River... 


When his first wife, Elizabeth, died, Zera Sawyers remarried 
Trudy Franklin. He died on February 12, 1905, at the age of 
97 years. His death notice read: 
tOur Oldest Citizen Dead! 
Mr, Zera Sawyers, the oldest citizen of Moore Co., died at 
his home near Fuga, in the forth district, Sunday, February 
12, 1905, after a brief illness of la grippe. His remains 
were buried in the Frame burying ground Monday. 
ir, Sawyers lived. to the unusual age of 97 years. He 
retained his mental faculties to a remarkable degree, and 
up to a few months prior to his death, he was robust and 
active for one of his age, and bid fair to live beyond the 
century mark. He came to town. every year to pay his taxes to 
the Trustee..."

Wilson W. Yeates, farmer and stock raiser, was born in Lincoln 
County, Tennessee, January 15, 1811. His father, Elijah Yeates, 
deceased, was born in Loudon Co., Va., son of Joshua Yeates, 
also a native of Loudon Co., born in 1741, who came to Ky. when 
Elijah was a boy of two years. Wilson's mother, formerly Polly 
Woodruff, was a daughter of Jesse Woodruff, who was a native of 
Va. and served seven years in the Revolutionary War. She was 
of Irish ancestry. Polly Woodruff's mother was Esther Buchanan, 
of Irish descent. Wilson's uncles, Enoch Yeates and William 
Woodruff, were soldiers in the war of 1812. He was reared a 
farmer in his native county and received a limited education in 
the log cabin subscription schools of the early day. These 
cabins were small, the seats were made of split logs, without 
backs, slabs on the wall were used for desks, greased paper was 
used for windows, and the roofs were made of clapboards. The 
doors were made with clapboards and had wooden hinges. The 
house was ornamented with plenty of ox-gads, which were used for 
spice. Our subject removed to l‘ontgomery Co., Ky. in 1832, 
where he was married, Oct. 3, 1833, to I’'iss Dulcena Badger, 
daughter of David and Elizabeth (Miller) Badger, who was born in: 
ontgomery. Co., Dec. 9m 1816, Mr. and Mrs. Yeates have had 
fifteen children, eleven of whom are living, James, Henry, Thomas, 
and William were soldiers in the war of the Rebellion. lir. Yeates 
came to this county in 1334, settling where he now lives, and 
where he owns 318 acres of land.

"T read in last week's Observer your article in which you gave a 
list of the prominent officers from Lincoln county that served in 
the different wars. One was omitted that should have. been included, 
which was Col. Turner Williams, who commanded a regiment of Tenn- 
esseans under Gen, Jackson at the battle of New Orleans. I do not 
know what regiment it was but think that I am correct in my state~ 
ment of these facts. I learned them from my grandfather , John 
Clark, Sr., who was a soldier under Gen, Jackson, and in the battle 
of 'The Horse Shoe! in Alabama, and, also from is T, Childs and 
C,M,. Tuly, who were both grandsons of Col, Williams and during 
their lives were each of them members of the Lincoln county 
court for many years. 

Col. Williams went through the battle of New Orleans all 
right and after being discharged started home, on the headwaters 
of Swan creek, and I think he owned the farm on which Esq. Tuly 
died, but took’ sick with fever at some place in Mississippi and 
died and was buried by his body servant, 'Bob', who he carried to 
the war with him. Bob was his colored slave and after his master's 
death returned to Col. Williams! widow.

CANP BLOUNT. | 


(Taken from Fayetteville Observer November 20, 1924) 


Camp Blount is located just south of Fayetteville, 

Tenn,, across the stone bridge over Elk River on the Huntsville 
road. 

Camp Blount was established October 4th, 1813, and was 
named in honor of Gov, Willie Blount, who was then Chief Execu- 
tive of Tennessee, 

Now, this was a very important camp, but historians have 
not given it the recognition it deserves, and. not many people of 
the state or nation ever heard of Camp Blount, but very import-~ 
ant events occurred from the rendezvous at this point, It was 
here that Gen, Jackson assembled his army aggregating 2,500-sol- 
diers, On Oct, 11th, 1813, he marched his army down into 
Lississippi territory (now Ala.), and whipped the Creek Indians, 
who were the acknowledged allies "of the British, Our envoys 
had been for some time trying to effect a treaty with the 
British, and this victory over the Creek warriors quickly 
caused its consummation,-but before however the victory of 
Jackson over the Indians our armies had been overcome by the 
British in the Northern Bua Washington having been captured 
and sacked, 
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(cont'd Camp Blount) 


At that time the people of. London were giving burlesque shows , 
ridiculing our soldiers as cowards, but the victory over the 
Greeks put a decided quietus_ on such. demonstrations, The overwhelm- 
ing of the allies of the British caused thém to lose courage and 
gave us the victory at New Orleans which saved. the nation...- 

In addition to the -history outlined above it might be inter— 
esting to note that of the various commands.that assembled at 
Camp Blount that Gen, Coffée camped here, but left in. October, 
1814, and joined Gen, Jackson at Fort Montgomery, near® obile, 
Ala.. and with his troops took part in the capture of Pensacola 
and also in the battle of New Orleans. 

In 1818 when Gen, Jackson was governor of the Floridas, an 
army assembled at Camp Blount to fight the Seminoles, In 1836, 
while Gen, Jackson was president another army rendezvoused at 
this camp, later left for Tallahasse and fought the Seminoles in 
Florida, 

Now, it does not appear that historians have properly stress-— 
ed the historic events which transpired at Camp Blount, ,and the 
foregoing recital of facts are but briefly told but,of sufficient 
importance alone to cause the government to establish a |
